Dr. Koch Explains Views or Tuber- 


culosis Bacilli. 


Washington. Oct. 1.—That his dec- 


laration at the British congress on 
tuberculosis in Ix>ndon in 1.001. that 


—"human—beingS may be 
infected by 


bovine~~tTibercuIer bacilli, but serious 
diseases from this cause occur very 
rarely," has undergone no modifica- 
tion, was emphasized by Dr. Robert 
Koch, the eminent authority, before 
the international congress on tuber- 
culosis here. 


Dr. Koch staled that he still enter- 


tains the opinion he ihen expressed, 
and which has been reinforced as the 
result of experiments conducted after 
making the statement, which attract- 
ed so much attention in the scientific 
world. 
\Vhile admitting that human 


Oeings may be infected 
by bovine 


tuberculer bacilli. Dr. Koch said that 
"up to date in no case of pulmonary 
tuberculosis in man has the tubercle 
bacillus of the bovine type been defi- 
nitely demonstrated.

Policy of Cheaper Sales Has Consent 


of Both Parties. 


Secretary Sba\v estimates that out 


of every $1.000 worth of manufactures 
exported from this country oO cents' 
worth are sold abroad cheaper than at 
home. 
So far the complaint of the 


Democrats that our m-mufactures sell 
abroad cheaper than at home seems to 
be true. But this is not as great a dis- 
count in the export trade as the ad- 
vantage given to manufactures in the 
importation of raw materials, that they 
may employ American labor a: Amer- 
ican wages in the manufacture of goo.ls 
that are to be sold abroad in competi- 
tion.

Democratic national com 
mitteman from Kansas, chairman of 
the speakers' bureau of the Democratic 
uationnl committee, one of Bryan's 
closest friends and a man who, it is 
said, Mr. Bryan intends to inake at- 
torney general if he should be elected 
president. 


Disfranchisement of the colored nsen 


of Kansas was advocated by Mr. At- 
wood in the following letter published 
In the Kansas City Post of Kansas 
City. Kan., May 7. 100S: 


Letter Urging Disfranchisement. 


"By one of those strange ironies of 


fate which sometimes overtake the 
benefactors of individuals, peoples or 
races the state of Kansas, which lias 
done more porhnps for the negro than 
any other state 
in the 
Union, is 


now 
suffering 
a 
grievous 
political 


wrong from the hands of the freed- 
man and his descendants. 


"William A. Harris would now be i 


governor of Kansas had it not been for j 
the ignorant negro vote, auu there have 
been times in the past when the Demo- 
cratic party could have elected its 
state ticket had it not been for the 
ignorant black vote of Kansas Cit.v. 
Kan.. Leavenworth, Atchison, Law- 
rence and Topekn. 


"There was a time when the negro 


vote was not a considerable factor in 
Kansas politics, but that time has 
passed. The influx of negroes from the 
south, the rapid multiplication of those ' 
native to Kansas soil and the increas- 
ing insistence of the negro upon social 
equality make the Kansas negro not 
only a political factor, but a social and 
political menace. 


Atwood Favors "Jim 
Crow" Schools. 


"If the last election be .1 criterion, 


the negro now holds the balance of po- 
litical power in Kansas, as he docs in 
Missouri. This in itself is bad enough, 
but in Kansas we have suffered for 
long years the outrage of mixed 
schools, fastened upon us by the Re- 
publican politician. 


"Mixed schools lead the negroes to 


has its limits, and 1 believe that 
the time has come when the people of 
Kansas will join with the people of 
Missouri in restricting negro suffrage. 


"1 do not advocate the disfranchise- 


meut of the negro on the ground of his 
color. That idea is abhorrent to the 
principles of our free government, and 
its execution would be in conflict with 
the constitution.

our constitution will permit the 


disfranchisement of tne ignorant, de- 
praved, lazy, vicious and debauched 
uegro, 
and

disfranchisement 


should be accomplished to the end that 
our free iiis'itutions mnv not suffer."
